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Crops in tho South. 

A recent visit to portions of Alabama, and 
Mississippi bus furnished us with some statis- 
tics regarding the prospect of tho crops in 
those States, which may not bo without inter- 
est to our readers. The whole of Southern 
and Middle Alabama, and that region of 
country in Mississippi lying adjacent to the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, extending more 
than three hundred miles, have within the lait 
two weeks been favoredwith the most abundant 
and Reasonable rains. We were told by the , 
planters that they bud neither too much nor , 
too little, but precisely enough. It will in 
most cases prove amply sufficient it is thought 
to insure first quality crops, even should they 
fail to get more during the continuance of j 
the season. 

As a general thing, from two to three times 
ns much corn as usual seems to have been j 
planted, and a better yield to the acre, from 
present indications, has never before been 
promised in the history of tho country. 
Whole fields that ten months since were 
while with the cotton bioon>,now present one 
vast and interminable wilderness of corn, ex- 
tending in the distance as far as the eye can 
reach. Cortainlv we have never before seen 
such excellent and bountiful crops of this in- 
dispensable cereal anywhere in the South as 
now appear upon the prairie lands of eastern 
Mississippi. We were told by an intelligent 
planter of Octibbeha county, that it can. in all

cinity at as low rates as twenty cents per 
bushel. Few, if any, anticipate sales over 
from forty to fifty cents in any part of the 
Confederate States. Nor is this estimate at 
all improbable when wo come to consider 
such statistical facts as can easily be gathered 
from various sources. Poor lands in some 
counties, we are reliably informed, which last ; 
year yielded only from live to ten bushels, 
will this year produce from twenty-live to 
thirty. Some farmers assert that they will 
raise on an average seventy-five bushels to 
the acre. We nu t one planter, resident in 
Marengo. Ala., who has heretofore bought 
nearly all of the corn used on his place from 
the West, who, this fall, will have for sale at 
least twenty thousand bushels. These, with 
many other isolated facts, leave no doubt in 
I our minds as to the truth of the encouraging 
statements heretofore made upon this subject 
by the newspaper press throughout the South. 
The impression seems to prevail that western 
! corn, such as has always found a ready market 
in the South, if delivered in the Gulf Slates, 
will not command in three months from to- 
day ns much as twenty-five cents. If such in 
reality be the case, the vast accumulation of 
i corn in the grannrie' of Ohio, Illinois, and 
I Indiana will doubtless subserve the purpose 
i of fuel end mnnuie during the present season, 
j in lieu of being exchanged for southern gold. 
The cotton crop, in the sections above al- 
luded to, seems to be about an average, so far 
as quality is concerned, but certainly fall- 
somewhat short in quantitv. With favorable 
weather, the cotton hinds will produce quite 
as abundantly ns usual. The whole crop in I 
the South will evidently full below that of 
ia-t y. ar by at leust a half million bales, some 
say more.

Hi ■• Joseph Holt on Kentucky Nontrality. 

Tne following is nn extract from a speech 
made by Mr. Joseph Holt, at Louisville, on 
Saturday night. Mr. Holt held the office of 
Secretary of War under the Buchanan ad- 
ministration, and hotiWIi to hold that of Jus- ] 
ticcof the Supreme Court under the Lincoln 
Government : 

Before closing, I desire to say a few words 
on the relations of Kentucky to the pending ' 
rebellion; and, as we arc all KerifucHnna 
here together to-night, and as this is purely 
a family matter, which concerns the honor or 
Wall, 1 hope we may be permitted to speak I 
to each other upon it with entire freedom. I 
shall not detain you with observations on the 
hostile and defiant position assumed by the 
Governor of yourState. In his reply to the re- 
quisition made upon him for volunteers under j 
the proclamation of the President, he has, in 
my judgment, written and finished his own 
history, his epitaph included, and it is proba- 
ble that in futurethe world will little concern 
itself ns to what his excellency may propose 
to do, or as to what he may propose not to do. 
That response htis nuitir for Kentucky a re* 
cord that has alretttfyhriaoiht a burning blush 
to the, chttk of many of her sons, and is des- 
tined to briny if to the check of many more in 1 
Hi-' years which are. to come. It is a shame, 
indeed a crying shame, that a State xcith so il- 
lustrious a past shoidd have written for her by 
her men chief magistrate, a page of history so 
utterly humiliating as this. Hut vonr Legis- 
lature have determined that during the pres- 
ent unhappy waf the attitude n? the State 
shall be that of strict neutrality, and it i 
is upon this determination that I wish res-! 
pectfnlly, but frankly, to comment. As the j 
motives which governed tho Legislature 
were doubtless patriotic and conservative, the 
con-lnsi in arrived at can not lie condemn- 
ed as dishonorable, still, in view of the mani- 
fest duty of the State and of possible results, 
I can not but regard it as mistaken and false, 
and one which might hare fatal consequences. \ 
Strictly legally speaking. Kentucky must go I 
out of the I'nion before she can be neutral. 
Within it she is, necessarily, either faithful to 
the government of the United States, or she 
is disloyal to it. If this crutch of neutrality 
upon which her well-meaning but ill-judging 
politicians are halting, can find any middle 
ground on which to rest, it has escaped my 
researches, though I have diligently sought 
it. Neutrality, in the sense of those who now 
use the term, however patriotically designed, 
is, in effect, but a snake in the grass of rebel- 
lion, and those who handle it, will sooner or 
later feel ils fangs. Said one who speaks as 
man never spake, "he who is not with us is 
against us ;" and of none of the conflicts which 
have arisen between men or between nations, 
could this be mora truthfully said, than of that 
in which we are now involved. 

Comment is unnecessary. These are plain 
words which all can understand. Mr. Holt is 
Lincoln s nmbassador. sent to notify (he pen* 
pic of Kentucky that they can not be neutral 
Head it. tCentUckiani, and decide which way 
you will go when driven from your neutral- 
ity. The Confederate States have declared 
no war against Kentucky. "Will Kentucky 
make war on them? — Statesman. 

From Missouri. 

St. Louis, July 1'\ 

The following proclamation has just been 
received from Brig. Gen. Pope: 

St. Charles, Mo., July 10, 1801. 
To the Pe, .pie of Northern Missouri: 

"By virtue of the proper authority I have 
assumed command in Northern Missouri. 1 
appear among you with a force strong enough 
to maintain the authority of the Government, 
and too strong to bo resisted by any means in 
your possession usual in warfare. Upon your 
own assurances that you would respect the 
laws of the United States and preserve the 
peace, no troops have hitherto been sent into 
your section of the country. 

The occurrences of the last ten days, how- 
ever, have plainly exhibited that you lack 
either the power or inclination to fulfill 
your pledges, and the Government has there- 
fore found it necessary to occupy North Mis- 
souri with n force powerful enough to compel 
obedience to the laws. As soon a> it is made I 
manifest that you w ill respect its authority I 
and put down the unlawful combinations ! 
against it. you will be relieved of ihe presence 
of the forces under my command, but not un- 
til then. I therefore warn all persons taken ] 
in arms against the Federal authority, win, I 
attempt to commit depredations upon public 
or private property, or who mo'.e.st unort'ending 
and peaceful citizens, that they will be dealt 
with in the most summary manner, without 
awaiting civil process.

The War News. 

The Wegraphic dispatches of yesterday 
morning reported a heavy batllo progressing 
between the Federal forces under Gen. Mc- 
Dowell and the Confederate forces under Gen. 
Beauregard, in the neighborhood of Manassas 
Junction. The accounts were very contra- 
dictory and indecisive; though the coloring 
was of course favorable to the Federals, the 
telegraphic dispatches being all shaped under 
the orders at Lincoln's perfidious govern- 
ment. As we write, ( Monday afternoon.) a 
telegraphic report reaches this city that after 
a long struggle and heavy losses On both sides, 
the Federal forces retired from the field, leav- 
ing it in possession of the Confederates. 
Postscript. 

Aflor the foregoing was put in type, dis- 
patches arrived announcing that Gen. Mc- 
Dowell was slowly pressing bis attack on Gen. 
Beauregard's position, when Gen. Johnson's 
column, and other reinforcements reached the 
scene, and suddenly turned the doubtful con- 
flict into a decisivo victory in behalf of the 
Confederate army. The Federal army fled 
in great precipitation toward- Washington 
and could not be rallied to make a stand eith- 
er at Centerville or Fairfax, but were chased 
through both positions. The flight must have 
been n rout, for they dropped their arms on 
the way, which became prize to the pursuers. 
There batteries of artillery, the. best in the 
United States army, Sherman's, Carlisle's, 
and Long Island, were captured. Immense 
slaughtor, of course, was the necessary and 
lamentable incident of the victory. It is re- 
ported, that relief was sent out from AVa.-h- 
ington to aid the retreat of the flying hosts, 
but even that could not rally them. Three of 
the finest New York regiments are reported 
to have been cut to pieces. 

We aro inclined to the opinion that this 
great achievement will be the crowning vic- 
tory of the contest. The Federal forces re- 
maining at Washington cannot retrieve a 
disaster so terrible. And it seems to us the 
most probable thing in the world, that, if Pat- 
terson's pursuing column was in reasonable 
distance of Johnson's, Beauregard's forces, 
will cut it to pieces or chase it back across the 
Potomac; for in the existing postureof things, 
Patterson can neither lie reinforced, nor 
make a stand. McCb-llan's forces, even if 
unopposed, could not join Patterson in less 
than a week's march; and we opine that he 
will be compelled to retire to Ohio, or at least 
to a point in Western Virginia, near Parkers- 
burg. The fall of Washington City is now 
not at all improbable. 

Logic. — The Yeoman of the 10th made the 
following statement: 

"Accordingly, Lincoln's menage plainly 
avowed the policy of elevating the negro race 
to the rank of equality with the white race, 
as indispensable to the very existence of the 
government, or, in other words, that the gov- 
ernment would be destroyed unless slavery 
should be abolished and the blacks placed on 
a footing of equality with the whites. We 
have demonstrated this in the Yeoman by 
the clearest evidence.'' 

We denied this statement, and asked for 
the proof. In the Yeoman of the 20th the 
editor undertakes to substantiate his previous 
statement by saying that Lincoln, in his Free- 
port speech, said so and so. 

The logic of the Yeoman inmost execrable 
as well as inexorable. — Oommoriweatth, '2'ld. 

Here is misrepresentation expressed in in- 
decorous language. We did not undertake 
to substantiate a previous statement by saying 
that Lincoln, in his Freeport speech, said so 
and so; but we did prove that Lincoln, in his 
message, substantiated his previous Freeport 
speech. And this quotation from the message 
answered in full the demand of the Common- 
wealth for evidences of administrative policy 
in favor of abolishing slavery. The quota- 
tion from the message not only indicated the 
abolition of slavery, but the elevation of tho 
negro race to social and political equality 
with the white race. No other interpretation 
can possibly be put upon it, unless it can be 
shown that the white race, and not the black 
race, are encumbered with "artificial weights," 
&c, &c. If the declarations of a President's 
message are not proofs of his administrative 
policy, we know not what is. The message 
declares that the lifting artificial weights from 
all shoulders is the leading object of the Fed- 
eral Government This is the latest utter- 
ance of the Usurper. It is an avowal of the 
policy of his administration. Every body 
knows that no artificial weights rest on any 
shoulders in this country, except those of 
African slaves. Having shown, by proof 
from Lincoln's messa^i', the design of abol- 
ishing slavery to be the policy of his admin- 
istration, and that the Commonwealth palpa- 
bly misrepresents our statement of the case, 
we shall dismiss that covert organ of aboli- 
tionism from further notice, until it corrects 
its misrepresentations, and does it, too, in lan- 
guage appropriate to decent journalism. 

JkiyJames B. Beck, Esq., is the States 
Bights candidate for Senator from Fayette 
nnd Scott, in place of Major Woolley, declin- 
ed. Mr. Beck is a very able debater, and in 
discussion with his opponent, James F. Rob- 
inson, Esq., brought the acknowledgment that 
he regarded the Federal relations of the States, 
not as a Union of States, but a consolidated 
government, ignoring States Bights preten- 
sions. There is a strong prospect of Beck s 
success, greatly improved by Mr. Robinson s 
support of doctrines which contemplate a fed- 
etsl consolidated despotism over the States. 



Resignation of High Military Officials. 
We regret to state that Gen.S. B. Buckner. 
Inspector General of Kentucky, resigned his 
office on Saturday last, to take effect on the 
23d inst. 

Col. Thomas II. Hunt, of the Second Begi- 
ment, State Guards, we are very sorry to learn, 
has also resigned. 

We hear, also, of other resignations of offi- 
cers of the State Guard, among which are 
dipt. Lindsey and Lieutenants Burnley and 
Brown, of tho Governor s Guards, of this 
city. 

One of the objects of the law passed at the 
last extra session of the Legislature, organ- 
izing the Home Guards, was, in our opinion, 
the disorganization of the State Guard; nnd, 
whether such was the object of tho Legisla- 
ture or not, the action of the Military Board 
created by that act in violation of the Con- 
stitution, has had the effect, whether so de- 
signed or not, to disgust so many of tin* offi- 
cers and men of the State Guard as to compel 
them, in self-respect, to retire from the ser- 
vice for which they had become so well fitted 
by efficient training. Tho factious party 
pross of tho State incessantly assaulted the 
State Guard, nnd by the most unscrupulous 
insinuations, engendered suspicion and dis- 
trust to such an extent, th at proud officers 
and men, insulted by such wanton and wick- 
ed injustice, withdrew from a service in which, 
had they been honorably treated, they would 
have proved themselves the protectors of all 
their fellow-citizens. The Home Guards, 
considered as a military organization for the 
defense of the Slate, in the view of all men 
of common sense, military or civil, is a 
wretched abortion. Whatever good they may- 
be enabled to effect, under any circumstances, 
will be due alone to the meritorious action of 
their individual members ; but it is a truth 
which we presume will never be questioned, 
that the material of the Home Guards, how- 
ever respectable otherwise, is composed in 
chief of men influenced far more by the spir- 
it of political partisanship, than by the high 
military spirit evinced by the State Guards; 
and this will be signally manifest, when the 
State shall require defenders. 

The loss of such officers as Buckner and 
Hunt from the service of the State, is a public 
calamity. 

BiayExtract from a letter dated Bryan ts- 
ville, Garrard county, July , 1801. 

"There has been a Gen. Nelson through 
this county making appointments and organ- 
izing the Lincoln Home Guards for tho avow- 
ed purpose of aiding thetraitors in East Ten- 
nessee. 1 understand he has made s 

his headquarters, and appointed his son-in- 
law. , Colonel, and , CJuarter- 

Master General. " 

Absurd as the above may seem to those 
who know that the Home Guards have no 
other than company organization, there is no 
doubt substantia) truth in the statement. We 
have received other information, which satis- 
fies us that secret political clubs have been 
organized in Kentucky, and that the Home 
Guards, wherever they can be subordinated to 
the control of the chief conspirators, are an 
important element of the organization, which 
has assumed a military form. Bruce, In- 
specter General of Homo Guards, is no doubt 
an officer of this secret politico-military or- 
ganization. Tho person called Gen. Nelson 
in tho above letter, is believed to be no other 
than William Nelson, a Lieutenant in the I'. 
S. Navy, notorious for his connection with the 
atrocious act of distributing muskets unlaw- 
fully taken from the national nrsenalsto select 
partisans of Lincoln in Kentucky. He is 
doubtless making arrangements now, on the 
road to Cumberland and Wheeler's Gaps, for 
the passage of arms through Kentucky to the 
Lincoln men of East Tennessee. Let his 
movements and doings bo closely watched 
and reported to the public. If he is engaged 
in any justifiable enterprise, it will be well to 
give him the applause he merits; if otherwise, 
it may be useful to the public to expose it. 



8Sy The Journal had a sinister purpose in 
publishing a long rigmarole purporting to be a 
ritual of the Knights of the Golden Circle, 
which it is the latest fashion of that paper to 
stigmatize as secessionists. We know nothing 
j of the order; nothing of its organization or 
objects. But if we are not mistaken, the 
Journal has for years past denounced the or- 
der, at one time as filibusters seeking the con- 
quest of Mexico, at another of Central Amer- 
ica, at another of Cuba; and at each time with 
as positive terms of expression as it uses now 
in imputing disunion designs.

B9*We are averse to giving apologies for 
lack of editorial matter. The space usually 
allotted for such matter, was reserved to the 
latest moment, to mako room for Senator 
Breckinridge's great speech against the usur- 
pations of Lincoln. But as we did not re- 
ceive a revised copy of the speech in time for 
this issue, we give up the reserved space to 
selections from other organs of public senti- 
ment; and we think the reader will find them 
more instructive than any thing we might 
have substituted from our own pen. We 
hope i" get a revised edition of Senator 
Breckinridge's speech in time for our next- 
-Meantime, we commend the following re- 
marks upon it from the New York News to 
the sober consideration of every reader. 

The Speech of Senator Breckinridge, and the 
Opposition in Congress. 

The developments of each successive day 
render it more and more evident that, were 
the question of the present war to go before 
the people to-mormw. the truculent majority 
in Congress, which is disposing in so un- 
principled a manner of the lives and money 
of their constituents, would be permitted to 
stay at home, and conservative representa- 
tives be elected in their places. Of the nine- 
ty-two gentlemen who voted against the res- 
olution of Mr. Wood, a careful analysis would 
prove that not over thirty will be re-elected; 
but that, as active participators in the mis- 
deeds of what future generations will desig- 
nate as the "Bloody Congress," they will, 
henceforth, be shorn of the confidence that 
has beeiljreposed in their political integrity 
and judgment. On the other hand, it il im- 
possible to review without sentiments of just 
pride the manly and dignified course that has 
been taken by the Burnetts, Vallandighams. 
and their associates in the House, and states- 
men like Breckinridge. Polk, and others, in 
the Senate. The speech of the Ex-Vice Pres- 
ident of the United States, delivered day be- 
fore yesterday, is worthy of his high fame 
and exhalted genius, and may be pronounced 
a safe test for all to read, who desire a 
thorough exposition of the motives that have 
led to the fratricidal conflict which is desolat- 
ing the laud, 

We hail supposed that the most odious of 
the atrocities of the Lincoln Administration 
had at least been laid before the public. 
Some of the revelations contained in Mr. 
Breckinridge*! calm and eloquent remon- 
strance against a blind indorsement of the in- 
famous policy of the Government, show that 
there have been hidden abysses of treachery 
and wickedness of which no one had even 
dreamed. "I am told. Sir." he said, "and if I 
had the power I would otter a resolution to 
inquire into it. in the name of the public lib- 
erties, — I am told that, at this moment, in 
the jail of this city, there are individuals 
who have been taken by military authorities 
from .Maryland and other States, and now lie 
here and cannot get out, and in some instances 
they have actually been forgotten. I was 
told of one instance where a man had been ac- 
tually put in jail here and forgotten. His 
friends made application at one of the De- 
partments, and they looked into the case and 
found there was nothing against him, and_ he 
was discharged. In tho rush of events, the 
very existence of this man, and the cause of 
his imprisonment, were forgotten." Wo ap- 
peal to the free citizens of America whether 
a state of things moretranscendentlv horrible 
and iniquitous can be imagined. The French 
revolution, with the Reign of Terror ami in- 
fernal guillotining, pales before the hideous 
recitals of Bastilc cruelties, and the lettres de 
cachet of Bourbon tyrants, and here we have 
these very lettres de cachet renewed in a free 
Democratic Republic. The uprising wheel 
which has swept, within a few years half a 
dozen petty despots from their thrones in 
Italy, was mainly caused by popular hatred 
of rulers whose worst offense was clandestine 
and false imprisonments; yet the miscreant* 
who have violated their oaths of office at 
Washington, have thrust, with impunity, free 
born Americans into dungeons, who are found 
upon inquiry to be charged with no offense 
whatever. Humanity shudders at the bare 
recital of such tyrannous usurpations. 

"I am aware,'' said Mr. Breckinridge, 
'•that, in the present temper of Congress, one 
might as well oppose his uplifted hand to the 
descending waters of Niagara, as to risk an 
appeal against these contemplated proceed- 
ings. The few of us left can only look with 
siiilne-s on the melancholy drama being en- 
acted before us. We can only hope that this 
flush of frenzy may not assume the form of 
chronic madness, hut that Divine Providence 
may prescrvefor us and for posterity, outof the 
wreck of a broken Union, the priceless prin- 
ciples of constitutional liberty and self-gov- 
ernment? " Despotism, with military anarchy 
rapidly dogging its footsteps, never stalked 
forth in such formidable shape, over a down- 
trodden land. The infernal strife, into which 
an unprincipled Abolition Government has 
precipitated the country, has only just com- 
menced. The end is far oft' yet ; but we begin 
to fee, out of the continually increasing dark- 
)iess, still blacker and more terrible shadows 
'•merging, which only need time to develop 
into palpable, ghastly shape. One of the 
ablest and, personally, most humane of the 
leaders of that party to which Mr. Lincoln 
owes his election to power, has recently called 
for a Presidential ukase, liberating all the 
slaves in the Southern States. "Let the Pres- 
ident." he exclaims, "proclaim such libera- 
tion, and the war would end in thirty days. 
There would be no squeamishness, then, 
about letting ten or fifteen black regiments 
move southward from Canada and the North- 
ern States; and with that most attractive and 
efficient help, many of our white regiments 
might be left to 'stand still and see the salva- 
tion of the Lord.'" This is the side of the 
"irrepressible conflict" which the majority in 
tho present Congress have been aiding. 
Thank God that by its side there has been a 
heroic minority, grounded in that "sober 
second thought" of the people which must 
■ ventually prevail, although perhaps too late 
o restore order out of the growing chaos.

Whereas a portion of the people of the 
United States, in violation of their constitu- 
tional obligations, have taken up arms against 
the national Government, and are now striv- 
ing, by agressive and iniquitous wnr. to over- 
throw it, and break up the Union of these

Resolved, That this House hereby pledges 
itself to vote for any amount of monev and 
any number of men which may be necessary 
to insure a speedy and effectual suppression of 
such rebellion, and the permanent restoration 
of the Federal authority everywhere within 
the limits and jurisdiction of the United 
Stales.

CENSURE OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Yallandigham — I offer tho following 
resolutions, and move that they be referred to 
the Committee of the Whole on the state of 
the Union: 

HetoMd, That tho Constitution of the 
United States confers upon Congress alone the 
power to " raise and support armies," and to 
provide and maintain a navy;'' and therefore 
the President, in the proclamation of Buy ■>. 
1801, and the orders and action, by his authori- 
ty, of the war and navy departments, increas- 
ing the army and navy, and calling for and ac- 
cepting the services of volunteers for three 
yaars without warrant of law, usurped powers 
belonging solely to Congress, nnd so violated 
tbo Constitution. 

Resulted, That the right to declare a 
blockade as against an independent power, is 
a belligerent right, depending upon the exist- 
ence of a state of war; and that as Congress, 
and Congress alone, have the power to declare 
or recognize tho existence of war. the Presi- 
dent has no right to order a blockade until after 
Congress shall havedeclared or recognized w ar 
with the power whose ports are to be block- 
aded; and further; that Congress alone can 
abolish or shut up the ports of entry of any 
State within the Union: nnd that, therefore, 
the President, in blockading and shutting up 
the ports of entry in certain of tho Stales of 
the Union, without the authority of Congress, 
violated tho Constitution. 

Resolved, That Congress alone have the 
constitutional power to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus; and that until the writ has 
Bean suspended by act of Congress, it is the 
duty of the President, and all other officers, 
civil and military, to obey it; and that there- 
fore the President, in suspending said writ 
himself, or attempting to authorize certain 
military officers to suspend it or to disobey it. or 
in sustaining them in disobedience to it, vio- 
lated the Constitution. 

Resolved, That by the Constitution "no 
money shall be drawn from the treasury but 
in consequence of appropriations made by 
law;'' and that in ordinary the drawing from 
the treasury of money unappropriated or ap- 
propriated lor one purpotj, und applying the 



same to purposes for which no appropriations 
had been made by law, tho President violated 
the Constitution. 

Resulnd. That the search of certain tele- 
graph offices in the month of May last by of- 
ficers and agents of the Executive, without 
search warrant upon probable cause, support- 
ed by oath or affirmation, and particularly de- 
scribing the place to be searched, and the 
things to be seized, and the seizure of papers 
and dispatches in said offices, was a violation 
of the constitutional "right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
effects against unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures;" and that the President, in ordering 
said search and seizures, violated the Const! 
ution. 

Resolved, That neither Congress, nor the 
President, nor the judiciary, have any consti- 
tutional power to abridge the freedom of 
speech or of the press; and that the suspen- 
sion of newspaper presses by military author- 
ity and force, and the arrest of citizens by 
military or civil authority, for the expression 
by speech, or through the press, of opinions 
upon political subjects, or subjects of any 
kind, is a violation of the Constitution. 

Resolved, That the arrest without civil pro- 
cess of persons not subject to the rules nnd ar- 
ticles of war. nor in cases arising in the land 
or naval forces or in the militia, w hen in ac- 
tual service, by soldiers in the service of the 
United States, is a breach of the Constitution, 
and a violation of the constitutional liberty of 
the person. 

Mr. Lovejov — I move that those resolu- 
tions be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Yallandigham — I only desire that the 
resolutions may be referred to the Committee 
of the Whole on the state of the Union I 
demand the yeas and nays on the motion to 
lay upon the table.

Nicholas 1896, Marion 1054, Clarke 1498, 
Monroe 14S6, Grant 1407, and Lincoln 1162.

House. — Mr. Kellogg, of Indiana, tinned 
that when the House adjourned it be till Mon- 
day. [Voices — " Do you want to go to Ma- 
nassas I Let's go, «fce. "] 

Mr. \Vashbi(riie, before he voted, wished to 
know whether the Committee on Ways and 
Meari9 had business to report. 

Mr. Cox objected to thequestion being asked, 
the object being, he said, to go to Manama! to 
get in the way of our soldiers. 

The House refused to adjourn till Monday 
— 42 against 88. 

Mr. Crittenden asked leave to submit reso- 
lutions declaring the present civil war bad 
been forced upon us by the disunionists of the 
.Southern States now in rebellion against the 
government of the United States, that in 
this national emergency Congress, vanquishing 
all feelings of passion and resentment, will 
recollect only their duty to their country, that 
the war is not waged for conquest or subju- 
gation, or interfering with the rights or estab- 
lished institutions of the^o Stales, but to 
maintain and defend the supremacy of the 
Constitution, with the right and equality un- 
der it unimpaired; that as soon as these objects 
shall be accomplished, the war ought to cease. 

Mr. Sedgwick, from the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, reported back the Senate bill 
passscd, appropriating $:i,UUU,000 to 98*500,- 
00U to enable the Secretary of the Navy to 
purchase or charter vessels to be armed as a 
temporary increase of the navy duringthe pres- 
ent rebellion. 

Mr. Sedgwick reported hack the joint reso- 
lution for the relief of widows and orphans 
of those lost in the sloop-of-war Levant. 
Passed. 

The bill providing for an assistant Secreta- 
ry of War and for an enlarged and more clli- 
cie.nt orgaization of the army bureau was pass- 
ed. 

Houso adjourned till Monday. 

Washington-, July 20. 

Sbnatk. — Mr. Hale offered a resolution 
that the Naval Committee bo empowered to 
inquire into the surrender of the navy yards 
at Pensacola and Norfolk, with power to 
.send for persons and papers. Keferred to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee, introduced a 
bill to provide for the transportation of arms 
and munitions of war to loval citizens in the 
States now in rebellion, and to provide for or- 
ganising them into regiments, &c. He said 
that the loyal citizens in those States felt that 
the Government was bound to protect them 
against invasion and insurrection. Referred 
to the Committee on Military Atfairs. 

Mr. Trumbull introduced a bill to provide 
for the holding of the circuit district courts 
during temporary insurrection. Keferred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 

The bill providing for the construction of 
one or more iron-clad war vessels was laid 
over. 

The resolution approving the acts of the 
President was taken up. 

Mr. Latham spoke, and alluded to his 
friends. Breckinridge. Bayard, and others, 
who charged the President with violating the 
( 'institution, but not a word in condemnation 
of those who openly trampled the Constitu- 
tion under foot. He said whatever necessity 
required the President to do to enforce the 
laws and the Government was right and prop- 
er, even though ho might have committed an 
infraction of the authority delegated to him; 
but he would not sanction the suspension of 
the writ of habeas corpus in Maryland, bo- 
oause he thought that State! showed her alle- 
giance by sending members to Congress, and 
that there was no necessity for such a suspen- 
sion there, except it was evident that the ju- 
diciary of the State was disloyal. No man 
doubts the loyalty of the Chief Justice. 

He thought the increase of the army not 
warranted by the exigencies of the case, and 
therefore could not sanction the act. But in 
regard to the blockade of the ports, a suspen- 
sion of the writ of habeas corpus in Florida, j 
and all the other acts enumerated in the reso- 
lution he gave the President his most cordial 
support; and he would say here, as the rep- 
resentative of a sovereign State of loyal peo- 
ple, if the President had not exercised these 
powers he would have voted to have impeach- 
ed him as unlit and unworthy of the place. 

Mr. Latham closed with an eloquent declar- 
ation, that, whatever happens, his own State 
will stand linn by the Union. 

Mr. Kice said he wished to indorse all that 
had been said by his friend from California. 

On motion of Mr. Johnson, of Tenn., the 
subject was postponed until Monday. 

After executive session, the Senate adjourn- 
ed. 

A Plea for Peace. 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
(Union) has some reflections on the probable 
results of the war now convulsing the coun- 
try. The following extract commends itself 
to the thoughtful consideration of the Patriot 
and the Christian : 

We believe that the possible Union to be 
accomplished by war and conquest would not 
be worth one solitary Northern life — one drop 
of Northern blood. It is paying a dear price 
for a worthless thing, a breath, an imagina- 
tion, a mockery. 

The question whether the remaining States 
will be injured by allowing the seecders to go, 
is not only as fairly and simply beforo us as 
it would be in the case of a peaceable request; 
but there is now added to it the argument 
that war is a part of the alternative. Shall 
w I suffer most, will the country suffer most, 
will the world suffer most, will the records of 
hisfcry suffer most, by letting them go, or by 
compelling them to como back by civil war? 
Will the great principles of American liberty 
and government, the principle that govern- 
ments derive their power from the consent of 
the governed, be subserved best by admitting 
their secession, or by conquering them back 
into the Union they hate'.' 

Never was there a case in which a peace 
parly stood stronger on moral grounds than 
now and here. If Ireland arose unanimous 
for freedom, and Kngland sent her hosts into 
the green Island, there might be some old no- 
tions of hereditary rights, of kingly preroga- 
tive, to which the war party would appeal. 
When Francis of Naples made his last stand 
at Gacta, there was even in peace-loving 
minds a sort of justification of a king fighting 
for the last inch of his father's kingdom, ty- 
rant though he and his fathers before him 
were. 

But is a nation whose principle is govern- 
ment by consent of the governed, where the 
inhabitants of an immense territory desire to 
form a new government — where they count 
themselves by millions, and are ready to take 
their place at once among great nations, and 
where the alternative, is to permit it, or to en- 
ter on a civil war whose horrors the world 
has never seen equaled — for Christians and 
men of peace to accept the alternative of war, 
indicates that underneath the questions of 
right, good policy and duty, there is a bitter- 
ness of hatred that renders men for the time 
unfit to abjudge the great issues before them. 

When cooler hours come, the value of 
Christianity, of human love, will make itself 
heard for peace. 

We hold it to be the duty of every Ameri- 
can and every Christian to advocate the lay- 
ing down of arms and the restoration of peace, 
even at the sacrifice of consenting to a disso- 
lution of the Union. Civil war is not prefer- 
able to a broken Union. Civil war will not 
bless the world with any good results; it will 
not restore a Union of hearts, without which 
a union of States is worthless. 



Synopsis of Jeff. Davis' Message. 

Ku iimond, July 20. 

My inaugural called attention to the causes 
that "formed the Southern Confederacy. It is 
now only necessary to call the public atten- 
tion to such facts as have occurred during the 
recess and to matters connected with the pub- 
lic defense. I congratulate Congress on the 
recent accessions to the Confederacy of free 
and equal sovereign States. 

It has been deemed advisable to remove the 
several departments with their archives to 
Richmond, to which place Congress has al- 
ready removed the seat of Government. 

After the adjournment of Congress the ag- 
gressive movements of the enemy required 
prompt and energetic action. The accumula- 
tion of the forces of the enemy on the Poto- j 
mas diffidently demonstrated that bis efforts 
were directed against Virginia, and from no j 
point could the necessary means for her de- 1 
fense and protection be so efficiently directed . 
as from her own capital. 

The rapid progress of the last few months 
has stripped away the veil behind w hich the 
real policy and purposes of the Lincoln Gov- 
ernment had been previously concealed. They 
are now revealed. The message of their 
President and the action of their Congress du- 
ring the present session confirms the intention 
of subjugating the seceding States by war — a 
folly which is equalled only by its wickedness 
— a war which, while it cannot possibly attain 
its proposed result, will inflict its dire calami- 
ties upon us, but will also fall with double se- 
verity upon themselves. 

Commencing, in March last, with an affec- 
tation of ignorance of the secession of seven 
States, which had organized a Confederate 
Government; persisting, in April, in the as- 
sumption of the existence of a riot, which w as 
to be dispersed by a polar, cotnilatus; in the 
succeeding months there were false represen- 
tations that these States intended an offensive 
war, in spite of conclusive evidence to the 
contrary, furnished as well by official action 
as by the basis of our Constitution. 

The President of the United States and his 
advisers succeeded in deceiving the people of 
those States into the belief that the purpose 
of this Government was not peace at home 
but conquest abroad — not the defenso of her 
liberties, but subversion of the United State . 

A series of maneuvers l>v which a false im- 
pression was created: the arts which were de- 
vised, and the perfidy by which they were exe- 
cuted, were already known. Could it be sup- 
posed that they would make their success a ! 
subject of boasting and self-laudation in the' 
message ? Fortunately for the truth of his- j 
torv, Lincoln's message minutely details to i 
attempt to reinforce Fort Pickens, in viola- 
tion of the armistice, of which he confesses to | 
have been informed only by rumors too | 
vague and uncertain to attract attention. 

The hostileexpedition dispatched to supply 
Fort Sumter, was admitted to have been un- 
dertaken with a knowledge that its success 
was impossible; the sending of a notice to the 
Governor of South Carolina, of the intention 
to use force to accomplish this object; and 
quoting from his inaugural, that there would 
be no conflict unless those States were the ag- 
gressors, and proceeds to declare that his 
promise in the past as well as for the future, 
was the performance of this promise, which 
could not be misunderstood. In defiance of 
our statement that gave not ice of the approach 
of a hostile fleet, he charges these States with 
being assailants of the United States. The 
world cannot misunderstand this unfounded 
pretence. Mr. Lincoln expresses concern 
that some foreign nations so shaped their ac- 
tions as though they supposed there would 
probably be an early destruction of the Union. 
He abandons further disguise, and proposes to ' 
make the contest short and decisive. Ever, 
the increased Spree demanded bv these enor- 
mous preparations was a distinct avowal that 
the United States had engaged in conflict 
with a great and powerful nation, and were 
compelled to abandon the pretense of dis- 
parting rioters and suppressing insurrection, 
and were driven to the acknowledgment of ! 
tho Union being dissolved. They reognize 
the separate existence of the Confederate 
Strtes by the interdiction of an embargo; 
thev blockade all commerce between the two, 
and thus repudiate the foolish idea that the 
inhabitants of the Confederacy are still citi- 
ten! of the United States. They are now 
waging an indiscriminate war upon the Con- 
federate States with a savage ferocity un- 
known to modern civilization. 

Mr. Davis compares the present invasion 
to that which Great Britain made in 1781, 
which was conducted on more civilized prin- 
ciples. 

Mankind will shudder at the outrages com- 
mitted upon defenceless females by those pre- 
tending to be fellow-citizens, depicting the 
horrors with which they regard deliberate 
malignity which, under the pretext of sus- 
pressmg insurrection, makes special vrar upon 
sick women and children by carefully devis- 
ed measures to prevent their obtaining medi- 
cines necessary to their cure. 

The sacred claims of humanity are respect- 
ed by all nations, even in the fury of battle. 
By a careful deviation they attacked hospi- 
tals, now outraged by a Government which 
pretends to desire to continue fraternal con- 
nection. Such outrages admit of no retalia- 
tion unless tho actual perpetrators could be 
captured. 

.Mr. Taylor's mission to Washington was to 
propose an exchange of prisoners taken on 
theprivateerSavannah, and toinform Mr. Lin- 
coln of a determined purpose to check all bar- 
barities on prisoners of war, and by such re- 
taliation to effectually pot an end to such prac- 
tices. Mr. Lincoln promises a reply, but it 
has not yet been received. 

In reference to the peculiar relation which 
exists between this government and the States 
usually termed the Border Slave States, ( which 
cannot properly be withheld from notice,) tho 
hearts of our people are animated by senti- 
ments towards the inhabitants of those States, 
which found an expression in your enactment 
refusing to consider them as enemies, or to 
authorize hostilities against them — that a 
large portion ot the people of these States 
regard us as brethren, if they were unrestrain- 
ed by the actual presence of large armies, by 
the subversion of civil authority, and the de- 
claration of martial law. Some of them, at 
least, would joyfully unite with us. They are, 
with almost entire unanimity, opposed to the 
prosecution of the war waged against us, in 
faith of which daily occurring events fully 
warrant the assertion that the Prcsidentof the 
United States refuses to recognize in those of 
our late sister States the. right of refraining 
from an attack upon us, and justifies his re- 
fusal by the assertion that the States have no 
other power than that reserved tothem in the 
Union by the Constitution; no one of them 
having ever been a State out of the Union. 
This new constitutional relation lietwccn these 
States and the General Government is a fit- 
ting introduction to another assertion in the 
message, that the Executive possesses the 
power of suspending the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, and delegating that power to military 
commanders at discretion; and both these 
propositions claim a respect equal to that 
which is felt for the additional statement of 
the same paper, that it is proper, in order to 
execute the laws, that a single law, made in 
such extreme tenderness of a citizen's liberty, 
that practically it relieves more of the guilty 
than of the innocent, should, to a very limit- 
ed extent, be violated. 

We may well rejoice that we have forever 
severed a connection with a Government that 
thus tramples on all the principles of consti- 
tutional liberty. 

Our operations in the field will be greatly 
extended by reason of the policy which here- 
tofore has been secretly entertained, but is 
now aroused and acted upon. Tho United 
States troops hitherto raided have proved am- 
ple for defense. 



The seven States which originally organ- 
ized a Confederacy, with the exception of! 
those fortified islands whence the enemy havo 
been driven emphatically out — in those sta- 
tions now, at the expiration of five months 
from the formation of the government, not a 
single hostile foot presses their soil. 

Our forces, however, must necessarily prove 
inadequate to repel invasion, bv half a mil- 
lion of men, as is now proposed by the enemy. 
If a corresponding increase of our forces be- 
comes necessary, abundant crops will sustain 
us — the most abundant known in history. 

Many of our people believe the supply 
equal to two years' consumption. Our citi- 
zens of every condition in life exhibit their , 
devotion by manifesting a laudable pride in : 
upholding their independence, unaided by ; 
any resources other than their own ; and the 
subscription to the loan proposed by the Gov- 
ernment cannot fall short of S VJ.OOO.OOO, and j 
probably will largely exceed that sum.

Abolition the Object of the War. 

Annexed is an extract from the Special 
Message of Piesident Lincoln : 

"Our adversaries have adopted some de- 
clarations of independence in w hich, unlike the 
good old one penned by Jefferson, they omit 
the words, -all men are created equal.' Why? 
They have adopted a temporary national con- 
stitution, in the preamble of w hich, unlike our 
good old one, signed by Washington, they ! 
omit 'we, the people,' and substitute 'we, the 
deputies of the sovereign and independent 
States.' Why? Why this deliberate press- 
ing out of view thi' rights of men and the au- 
thority of the people? 

• This is essentially a people's contest. On 
the side of the Union it is a struggle lor main- 
taining in the world that form and substance 
of government whose leading object is to ele- 
vate the condition of men; to lift artificial 
weights from all shoulders; to clear the paths 
of laudable pursuit for all ; to afford all an 
unlettered start, and a fair chance in the race 
of life. 

"Yielding to partial and temporary depar- 
tures from necessity, this is the leading ob- 
ject of the Government for whose existence 
we contend." 

There can exist no longer any doubt as to 
the motive of the President and bis advisers 
in precipitating this cruel war upon the coun- 
try. It is so plainly set forth in the above 
extract "that he who runs may read, and he ! 
who reads may understand — the wayfaring 
man though a fool, cannot err therein." So 
we have ft distinctly avowed "that this is a 
struggle on the side "of the Union to lift the 
artificial weights from all men s shoulders.'' 
The deelaration of the Chicago platform, 
"that all man are created equal," has found 
its exponent in the President; and not only 
its exponent but its propagandist, who will 
carry fire and sword into Southern territory 
in ord,.p to establish it. When one contem- 
plates the character of Abolitionism, its rapid 
growth, its unscrupulous enthu-iasm, its bold- 
ness of attack, lifting its hand against the 
Federal Union, and rending asunder church- 
es, it may well make patriots tremble to re- 
cognize the President of this nation as the 
willing instrument in the hands of such a 
fanaticism, tocarry out its monstrous purposes. 
We have never been deceived as to the mo- 
tives of the President in inaugurating this 
wicked war. AYc judged him by his politi- 
cal sentiments in past years, we judged him 
by the cast of his Cabinet, from the charac- 
ter of the Abolition fanatics by whom he is 
continually surrounded, and whose advice he 
most servilely follows ; and now to all this 
we have added the unblushing avowal of the 
real object, in his message to the American 
people. They who have taken up arms, as 
they supposed in defense of the laws, w ill be 
astounded when they reflect on this most sig- 
nificant declaration, and ask if it bo possible 
that they are only embarked in an Abolition 
crusade. They who have been advocating 
the justice of this struggle, believing it to be 
a contest for the existence of Government 
itself, will certainly begin to inquire whether 
the Government shall be one of that fanati- 
cism which has declared our Constitution "a 
Covenant with death, and a h-ague with hell." 
They who have been embarrassed as to the 
real objects of the war. in the web of cunning 
sophistries with which the whole subject has 
been entangled, and the desperate falsehoods 
by which its real motives have been conceal- 
ed, will now have an opportunity of looking 
at it through the clear lenses of truth. Dis- 
guise it as men will, we perceive now that the 
fell spirit of Abolitionism is installed in pow- 
er at Washington — a spirit of fanaticism, 
that has already endangered the unity of this 
Government, and is now urging on a civil 
war to bury us all under a more wicked and 
heavier slavery than any it would extinguish. 
These hundreds of thousands of bayonets, 
these immense and crushing loans, these bold, 
defiant violations of the Constitution, these 
outrages upon the liberty of the citizen, and 
upon the freedom of speech and the press, are 
but the preludes to the awful tragedy, "the 
irrepressible conflict between freedom and 
slavery,'' soon to bo introduced, with all its 
horrors, upon the national stage. "It is to 
lilt the artificial weights from all men s should- 
ers," that this country has been plunged into 
all the horrors of civil war: it is to carry on 
an Abolition crusade that our sons and our 
brothers are to pour out their precious blood, 
and the land is to be plunged into mourning. 
"Is there no bolt red with uncommon wrath 
to smite these fanatics who are now plotting 
this country's ruin ? Men of the North, will 
you stand idly by and behold the final des- 
truction of the Union by the hands of the 
most desperate fanatics that this World has 
ever known? It is one of the most cunning 
devices of despotism to enslave one race of 
mankind while displaying great zeal for the 
emancipation of another ; and we do not hes- 
itate to declare that we honestly believe this 
country will he beneath the heel of the most 
unscrupulous despotism soon, unless its peo- 
ple shall arise in their might and slay sudden- 
ly and promptly its furtheradvance.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

"Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to nie Inmi inaiiy goodoitiieiu of this 
Commonwealth, prayinn meto issue a procla- 
mation l'orbiddilij; the march of any forces of 
this or any other .State or States over our soil, 
t'i malce an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo. in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with' reference to the deplorable 
wa!' i.uw waging between the United States 
and tho Con federate States. And whereus, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or plac e, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully c ident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it | 
is the determine'' purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the liscd position of self-defense, ; 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- ! 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid ' 
and lamentable strife, lor the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible.
